In introducing myself again to the notice of the public as a cultivator

INTRODUCTION. 


Fruit culture is at present engaging the attention of many of the most 
scientific as well as business and tre rading men, Its importance has increas- 
ed to an unparalle led extent for the last ten years, owing to the great im- 
provement made in v: anieties and culture; giving fruit an importance as an 
article of diet and trattic before unknown. The remarkable varieties dis- 
played in the seasons of ripening and keeping, enables us to keep ourselves 
supplied with these most desirable and healthy luxuries the whole year. 
The many improvements fruits have sustain: ‘d, as regards size, beauty, and 
quality, by the various systems of propagation, together with the cheap- 
ness and facility by which all may put themselves in possession of its ben- 
efits, recommends fruit culture to eve ry farmer, tradesinsn, and mechanic, 
of our country. 

_- great majority of our orchards are at present either but seediing 
trees, or have been engratte din a bungling manner, having only here and 
there a ueasigg limb bearing valuable fruit: whereas, the entire top 
should be changed. And as engratting is by far the most speedy way of 
obtaining a perinanent supply of choice fruit, it follows that a complete 
system of engrafting is of the highest importance to all fruit growers.— 
When engr afting was first introduced, a great confusion existed in respect 
to the names and character of fruit, as well as much earelessness on the 
part of engrafters—the former defect being the parent of the latter. But 
by the aid of Pomological Societies and Conventions, the former defect 
has been thoroughly corrected to intelligent cultivatois, and many new and 
most valuable lands of fruit have been made known. And it can at. the 
present time be due only to gross ignorance, or fraudulent deception, that 
any considerable mistakes ean oceur, It js an to the business to remark, 
that the error most fatal to the growth and suceess of grafts, has often 
been the neglect of proper pruning. T would recommend, therefore, to the 
especial attention of my patrons, the following directions for the operation. 

The Spring atter the grafts are inserted, remove all the uningrafted 
limbs in the top of the tree, giving the sun a full chance to shine on all 
the gratts, but leave the idee limbs to absorb the surplus sap, and to 
shade the body of the tree until the following Spring, when the grafts will 
be sufficiently grown to form a new top to the tree, when the remainder 
may be fen oved, When the trees are large, it is sometimes necessary to 
let a portion of the uningrafted remain on axel the third Spring from 
engratting. The wounds occasioned by remoying large sized limbs, should 
be covered with the following composition : Take a quart of pure alcoho! 
and dissolve as much gum shejlac in it as possible, keep it in a tight 
bottle, and use it w ith @ common paint brush.
